ATNESS NO SIGN OF HEALTH 


Increased Weight, After the Age of 
Forty, Rather a Danger Sig- 
nal, Say Experts. 

When a person becomes stout after 
about forty years of age it does not 
worry him, or her, unless the stoutness 
be so great as to cause discomfort or 





| disfigurement, Nevertheless, the statis- 


tics of life insurance companies prove 
that increase of weight with age is 
not favorable to length of days, ac- 
cording to Drs. Irving Fisher and 
f. L. Fisk, the greatest authorities on 
insurance statistics. 

“What are the burdens of obesity 
and why does it shorten life?” asks 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. “Various answers, mostly 
indefinite {n character, may be forth- 
coming in reply to this question. Tis- 
sue fat must be carried about like any 
cther incubus. We are reminded that 
overweight puts a ‘strain on the heart 
and on the joints,’ and that it ‘pushes 


up the diaphragm and cramps the | 


lungs.’ A gaining adult who is already 
overweight may find his physical ac- 
tivities restrained and bodily exertion 
made labored. Accordingly, with an 
unchanged food intake the surplus of 
unused energy accumulates and a vi- 
cious cycle is presently established, 
The obese person inevitably limits bis 
exercise; he grows heavier from the 
unused reserves, and his activity there- 
upon becomes even more restrained 
and limited. Overfeeding, obesity and 
iack of exercise interplay until ‘big’ 
becomes ‘bigger.’"” 

And Dr. E. P. Joslin indicates fat- 
ness as responsible for diabetes,

Rents High in Stone Age. 

Southern California had apartment 
profiteers back in the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries, according to a 
scientific correspondent whose inves- 
tigation of the stone age dwellings, 
hewn out of solid rock, has convinced 
him that keeping up an apartment 
never was a snap. At the entrance 
to one six-apartment cavern he found 
hieroglyphics, which he has deciph- 
ered to mean the rates for apart- 
ments as follows: 

One abalone, one sun. 

Two abalones, two suns. 

Three abalones, three suns. 

Twelve abalones. one moon. 

Our correspondent figures that the 
home hunters among the Pimugna 
Indians had to pay at the rate of one 
abalone a sleep, or day, or 12 abalones 
per lunar month.

..North of Fifi, in one of the islands 
of the Ellice group of the South seas, 
education of a practical nature has 
been going on, and a deserted coral 
island has been the scene of a school 
for girls where not only the ordinary 
curriculum of European scheols has 
been in force but house-building, 
boating and other necessary arts of a 
Robinson Crusoe life.

How to Use Violets. 

Violef time is at hand. In addition 
to bouquet making these flowers have 
a number of uses which might well be 
more widely known, We are told that 
the blossom is a cough remedy, an 
emollient and a medicine for increasing 
the perspiration, It is also used in the 
treatment of various inflammatory ill- 
nesses. A hair tonic may be made 
from violets by slowly pouring over 
them oil of sweet almonds, which ab- 
sorbs their fragrance, and mixing this 
with a quarter of its volume of 80 per 
cent alcohol. This emulsion is said 
to preyent the hair from coming out if 
used daily, To perfume linen: Detach 
the violets from their stems and put 
them in a small bottle in alternate 
layers of violets and table salt. When 
the bottle is half full, seal it hermeti- 
cally and put it in a corner of the 
kitchen near the stove. At the end 
of ‘three weeks the stopper nray be 
drawn and the bottle placed among 
your linen, will infuse the garments 
with the fragrance of violets. The 
next day take the bottle out and re- 
cork it. The process may then be re- 
peated whenever your linen needs per- 
fuming.—From Le Petit Parisien.
